Out  of  Another  Century 

FOR  one  whose  memories  of  Hampden-Sydney's  Com- 
mencements belong  to  the  decade  before  this  present 
century  arrived,  the  show  put  on  in  the  last  week  in  May 
of  this  year  had  aspects  of  novelty.  The  stage,  of  course, 
has  been  greatly  enlarged  and 
beautified.  Handsome  new  build- 
ings have  been  added  which  do  not 
depart  from  the  pattern  set  by  the 
oldest.  The  wide  spaces  under  the 
old  trees  are  cared  for  as  they  were 
never  cared  for  in  those  far  off 
days,  so  well  remembered,  but  now 
beyond  recall.  And,  in  spite  of  the 
ravages  of  time  and  the  stress  of 
weather,  the  trees  themselves  seem 
bigger  and  better  than  ever.  All 
this  is  to  the  good. 

And  yet  something  was  missing 
that  gave  Commencement  back  in 
that  other  century,  when  it  carried 
on  for  a  good  part  of  a  week,  a 
sort  of  carnival  air.  It  was  the 
brass  band — which  might  call  itself 
a  Silver  Band — playing  on  what  was 
then  all  there  was  of  the  Campus — 
the  area  framed  roughly  by  Cushing 
Hall  (not  yet  so  named).  Memorial 
Hall*,  then  brand  new,  and  the 
house  we  knew  as  Doctor  Mac's**, 
where  now  the  alumni  offices  are 
harbored  and  then  the  President 
resided.  All  the  college  young 
gentlemen — to  use  the  courteous 
description  which  Doctor  Mac  pre- 
ferred— stayed  on  for  the  festivities 
and  endured  the  "exercises"  which 

were   not   greatly   different   from   those   which    only    the 
seniors  have  to  endure  today. 

And  in  the  evening  the  young  gentlemen  —while  the 
band  played  on — promenaded  with  their  young  ladies, 
assembled  from  far  and  near  for  the  celebration,  along  the 
curving  walk  that  swung  from  in  front  of  Cushing  toward 
Memorial.  (Dancing  was  verboten  on  college  property). 
In  the  dim  lights  provided  it  was  a  romantic  proceeding 
in  which  even  venturesome  Freshmen  could  take  part. 
Looking  on  from  the  darkness  beyond  was  a  gathering

which  seemed  to  include  a  cross-section  of  the  neighbor- 
hood, black  and  white.  7\nd  if  you  question  the  testimony 
of  a  doddering  witness,  ask  Tulane  Atkinson.  For  he  has 
a  wonderful  story  about  how,  when  the  brasses  began  to 
bray  and  the  drums  to  roll,  the  fields  all  around  were 
deserted  and  the  workers  came  a-runnin'  to  the  music.  You 
see,  the  band  didn't  only  play  in  the 

evening    and    for    ceremonies,    but 

obliged  with  selections  from  its 
repertory  in  the  mornings  as  well. 
Remember,  this  was  long  before 
Mr.  Petrillo  took  all  players  upon 
musical  instruments  into  protective 
custody. 

Persons  with  more  cultivated 
tastes  may  not  agree,  but  what  the 
back-century  number  missed  most 
on  that  fine  day  in  May  into  which 
the  ancient  ceremonies  were  com- 
pressed was  the  brass  band.  Not 
that  there  weren't  compensations. 
In  his  time,  when  the  graduating 
class  paraded  to  receive,  cum  laude 
or  otherwise,  what  was  coming  to 
them,  they  marched  to  band  music 
and  they  wore  what  we  have  since 
learned  from  the  British  to  call 
"morning  dress" — which  is  to  say 
tail  coats  and  striped  trousers — 
though  never  so  far  as  memory 
serves,  complete  with  silk  toppers. 
Academic  robes  had  not  reached 
our  Early  Republican  grove  of 
learning,  founded  by  persons  op- 
posed to  pomp  and  circumstance  of 

attire     tainted     with     Clerical     or 

Courtly  origin.     Even  the  eminent 
characters    who    came    to    receive, 
honoris  causa,   degrees  in   Divinity  and   the  Laws,  were 
attired  in  plain  clothes. 

But  to  return  to  the  spectacle  offered  on  that  fine  day  in 
May,  1950.  In  the  procession  of  graduates  were  almost  as 
many  college  young  gentlemen  as  could  be  counted  in  the 
entire  student  body  in  Doctor  Mac's  consulship — glorious 
as  those  days  were.  The  academic  costume  was  impressive, 
even  if  the  absence  of  the  beat  provided  by  band  music 

*McIIwaine  Hall. 
"'Dr.  Richard  Mcllwaine,  President,  1883-1904. 
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resolved  the  march  into  something  resembling  a  stroll. 
And  it  enabled  the  attentive  observer  to  take  note  of 
what  he  supposes  is  a  mark  of  progress.  It  seemed  to  him 
that  the  color  which  predominated  in  the  academic  trim- 
mings -if  that  word  may  be  used— was  yellow.  And 
yellow,  in  the  academic  color  scheme,  is  assigned  to 
Science. 

The  effect,  of  course,  was  to  relieve  the  monotony  of 
black  and  white  which  would  have  been  all  that  Bachelors 
of  Arts  could  offer.  But  the  inference  was  that  an  in- 
stitution with  a  lingering  attachment  to  what  we  were 
taught  to  call  the  Liberal  Arts  had  moved  with  the  times. 
Back  in  that  other  century,  going  by  numbers  anyway, 
the  A.B.'s  had  it  all  over  the  B.S.'s. 

The  late  Sir  W.  S.  Gilbert  has  told  us: 

"  That  every  boy  and  every  gal 
That's  born  into  the  zvorld  alive 
Is  either  a  little  Liberal, 
Or  else  a  little  Conservative^ 

And  that  was  once  a  happy  summary  of  conditions  in 
his  own  country,  at  least.  But  it  takes  no  account  of 
conditions  even  in  that  tight  little  island  today.  And  it 
does  not  so  much  as  hint  at  the  paradox  involved  above — 
which  is  that  devotion  to  the  Liberal  Arts  automatically 
makes  a  conservative. 

Two  things,  however,  were  reassuring,  even  to  the 
back-century  number.  One  was  that,  whether  they  wore 
yellow  trimmings  or  white,  the  college  young  gentlemen 
who  were  about  to  commence  the  serious  business  of  life — 
as  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  reminded  them — 
looked  very  like  the  college  young  gentlemen  who  were 
about  to  commence  the  serious  business  of  life  more  than 
half  a  century  ago.  Obviously  to  the  e\e  they  belonged  to 
the  same  breed  of  cats.  The  other,  realh'  bound  up  in  the 
first,  was  that  these  college  young  gentlemen,  about  to 
face  the  future  in  a  troubled  and  confused  world,  bore  the 
same  names — almost  all  of  them  of  indurated  American 
flavor — which  had  distinguished  their  predecessors  at  the 
tag  end  of  the  iSoo's. 

These  names  represented  the  strains  of  various  origin 
(within  the  limits  imposed  by  Thomas  Jefferson  for  our 
future  source  of  supply)  which  have  created  the  civilization 
we  now  enjoy — the  civilization  which  it  is  the  business 
of  our  older  institutions  of  learning  to  preserve,  and  which 
it  is  the  special  obligation  of  the  eldest  Commonwealth 
in  our  composite  Union  of  States  to  defend  in  the  face  of 
influences — as  the  Governor  warned  the  young  gentlemen 
about  to  take  over — which,  if  allowed  to  go  unchecked, 
destroy  the  way  of  life  that  is  our  heritage  and,  with  all 
its  drawbacks  in  the  eyes  of  eager  improvers,  still  our  own.

"In  That  Day" 

Poems  by  Natalie  Blanton  (Mrs.  Wyndham  Blanton) 

AD.\INTY  little  volume  of  poems  by  Natalie  Blanton 
of  Richmond,  wife  of  Dr.  Wyndham  Blanton,  Class 
of  1910.  has  recently  been  published  by  Whittet  &  Shep- 
person,  Richmond. 

These  poems  under  the  title  of  In  That  Day  deal  largel\' 
with  incidents  of  World  War  II.  Some  are  in  rhyme  and 
Others  in  blank  \erse,  but  all  read  with  unusual  smooth- 


ness; and  that  which  is  not  always  the  case,  one  has  no 
difficulty  in  following  their  meaning.  They  show  a  re- 
markable appreciation  and  understanding  of  the  feelings 
both  of  the  sons  in  the  Armed  Services  and  of  the  parents 
and  loved  ones  left  at  home.  They  are  poems  of  real 
beauty  and  constitute  a  valuable  contribution  to  the 
poetical  literature  of  the  South,  and  as  an  understanding: 
portrayal  of  the  feelings,  hopes,  and  fears  of  those  who 
took  part  in  combat,  and  of  those  who  were  aflPected  by 
those  tragic  and  world-shaking  years. 

We  at  Hampden-Sydney  take  a  particular  pride  in  this^ 
volume.  Mrs.  Blanton  is  the  daughter  of  Dr.  F.  T. 
McFaden,  "86,  a  distinguished  minister  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  college.  Her  uncle,  the  Rev.  Charles  H. 
Friend,  '86,  was  a  student  at  Hampden-Sydney,  as  was 
her  brother  Frank  T.  McFaden,  Jr.,  of  the  Class  of  1922. 
Moreover,  not  only  her  husband,  but  her  three  sons, 
Dr.  Wyndham  B.  Blanton,  Jr., '41,  Dr.  Frank  M.  Blanton, 
'43,  and  Charles  A.  Blanton  II,  '44,  were  students  att 
Hampden-Sydney  and  served  with  courage  and  distinction 
in  the  Armed  Services  of  their  country.  As  a  young  girl 
she  was  a  frequent  visitor  to  the  "Hill,"  and  her  grand- 
mother, Mrs.  Charles  Friend,  her  mother  and  several; 
aunts,  many  years  ago,  lived  at  Hampden-Sydney,  resid- 
ing in  the  house  now  owned  by  Miss  Emma  C.  V'enable. 

With  her  three  sons  in  the  Armed  Services,  all  of  whom 
happily  returned  safely,  it  can  be  readily  seen  how  Mrs. 
Blanton    could    so    faithfully    interpret    the    feelings    ofi 
parents  as  she  has  so  well  done  in  these  poems. 


Dr.  Charles  Blain  Wallace 

THIS  distinguished  educator,  scholar  and  gentleman. 
Class  of  '86,  died  suddenly  on  Saturday,  May  20,  as: 
he  was  about  to  enter  the  front  door  of  his  home  in  Nash- 
ville, Tenn.  He  had  just  attended  a  meeting  of  the  "Old 
Oak  Club"  across  the  street,  of  which  organization  he  was 
a  charter  member.  Dr.  \\'allace  was  in  his  91st  year, 
having  passed  his  90th  birthday  on  the  23d  of  October  last. 

Dr.  \\'allace  was  a  native  of  Virginia,  having  been  born 
in  Albemarle  County.  After  graduating  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  he  attended  the  University  of  Virginia,  where  he 
was  graduated  from  the  Schools  of  Latin,  Greek,  French, 
German,  Mathematics,  Chemistry,  Physics,  and  Mental 
and  Moral  Philosophy.  Soon  thereafter,  he  established  the 
Wallace  University  School  for  boys  in  Nashville,  Tenn., 
of  which  he  was  headmaster  for  55  years.  He  retired  about 
eight  years  ago,  and  closed  the  doors  of  this  famous  school. 
He,  however,  was  active,  alert  and  interested  in  affairs 
to  the  day  of  his  death,  and  only  about  a  year  and  a  half 
ago  went  by  plane  to  California  to  attend  a  celebration 
given  in  honor  of  his  old  pupil,  Grantland  Rice,  the  dean 
of  American  Sports  Writers. 

Dr.  Wallace  was  one  of  those  who  believed  in  the 
"Three  R's,"  and  in  a  liberal  arts  education.  His  students 
were  drilled  in  the  classics,  mathematics,  and  modern 
languages,  but  there  were  also  instilled  in  them  character 
and  a  high  sense  of  honor.  In  these  55  years  the  number  of 
boys  who  received  their  training  at  his  hands  ran  into  the 
thousands.  Many  of  them  became  distinguished  men  in 
all  the  various  fields  of  activity.  This  thorough  training 
combined  with  the  emphasis  given  to  character,  no  doubt  ^ 
played  a  great  part  in  the  success  of  his  former  pupils. 
Our  own  Professor  Macon  Reed  was  one  of  his  students. 
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One  does  not  think  of  Dr.  Wallace  without  at  the  same 
time  having  in  mind  Dr.  W.  H.  Whiting,  Jr.  They  were 
classmates  at  Hampden-Sydney,  and  for  at  least  one 
session  Dr.  W'hiting  taught  with  Dr.  Wallace  at  his  Uni- 
versity School  in  Nashville.  They  were  warm  friends  and 
kept  up  with  one  another  by  correspondence  and  occa- 
sional visits  up  until  the  time  of  Dr.  Whiting's  death  last 
March  a  year  ago.  The)'  had  much  in  common.  Both 
were  imbued  with  a  love  for  a  classical  education.  Neither 
had  much  patience  with  the  frills  so  much  practiced  in 
many  educational  institutions  today. 

This  academy  conducted  by  Dr.  Wallace  was  one  of  the 
great  private  schools,  not  only  of  Tennessee,  but  of  the 
entire  country. 

While  Dr.  Wallace  was  a  most  kindly  and  considerate 
man,  always  eminently  fair  and  just  with  his  boys  and 
greatly  beloved  by  them,  he  was  a  strict  disciplinarian. 
His  fine  influence  did  much  in  molding  the  character  of 
his  students  and  was  far-reaching. 

He 'was  active  in  the  civic  life  of  his  city,  was  a  member 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Nashville,  of  which 
he  was  an  elder,  and  nationally  known  as  an  educator. 
He  ranked  as  one  of  the  foremost  citizens  of  Nashville 
and  was  held  in  the  highest  regard  and  affection. 

The  newspapers  of  Tennessee  devoted  much  space  to 
an  account  of  his  life,  his  services  to  the  community,  and 
his  great  contribution  to  the  education  of  the  youth  of 
the  land,  many  of  his  students  coming  from  a  distance, 
drawn  by  the  reputation  of  this  famous  school  and  its 
accomplished  headmaster.  Editorials  emphasized  the 
fine  influence  he  exerted  on  the  lives  and  character  of  the 
boys  who  sat  under  his  inspiring  teaching,  and  were 
unstinted  in  their  praise. 

The  passing  of  Dr.  Wallace  and  Dr.  Whiting  brings 
home  to  us  the  sad  fact  that  the  splendid  generation — of 
which  they  were  the  finest  examples,  men  of  the  highest 
ideals,  broad  culture,  refinement  and  superb  mettle, 
gentlemen  from  head  to  foot — is  rapidly  vanishing,  leaving 
us  so  much  the  poorer.  But  we  have  this  compensation — 
their  example  remains  and  their  influence  still  carries  on.

Dear  Alumnus: 

I  wish  that  every  I  lampden-Sydiiey  man  could  have 
been  present  for  f'inals.  It  was  the  unanimous  opinion 
that  it  was  not  only  the  largest  Commencement  but  the 
best  in  many,  many  years.  Everything  about  it  was 
delightful  and  encouraging. 

The  Classes  of  1900  and  1910  were 
well  represented.  It  was  an  honor  to 
have  them,  and  as  much  as  possible 
was  done  for  their  pleasure. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Pollock,  of  the  Class  of 
1890,  paid  his  second  visit  to  Hamp- 
den-Sydney in  sixty  years.  Needless 
to  say,  his  coming  was  greatly 
appreciated. 

We  are  now  busy  renovating  and 
getting  ready  for  next  session.  Work 
is  under  way  on  the  new  auditorium. 
Additional  offices  are  also  being 
added  to  the  present  Administration 
building.  This  move  was  necessitated  by  the  increased 
business  of  the  College. 

We  have  not  yet  secured  a  successor  to  George  L. 
Walker.  His  memory  remains  fresh  and  strong.  However, 
the  splendid  work  on  the  part  of  the  secretaries  and 
se\-eral  of  the  .faculty  enables  us  to  go  right  ahead.  The 
spontaneous  response  to  take  up  the  work  that  Mr. 
VValker  laid  down  is  typical  of  all  that  we  mean  by  the 
Hampden-Sydney  spirit. 

The  Alumni  Fund  for  the  present  year  has  been  closed. 
It  amounted  to  $24,011.50.  In  view  of  what  the  Alumni 
did  last  year  for  the  successful  completion  of  the  cam- 
paign, I  think  this  amount  unusually  good.  As  I  have 
told  you  before,  I  feel  convinced  that  the  day  is  not  far 
distant  when  the  average  amount  will  be  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  $50,000.  There  are  still  over  two  thirds  of  the 
alumni  who  do  not  respond.  I  know  there  are  many 
among  this  group  who  need  only  a  little  more  urging.  If 
they  could  understand  what  the  Fund  means  to  Hampden- 
Sydney,  I  am  convinced  that  they  would  unite  with  those 
who  have  supported  the  Fund  from  the  beginning. 

The  last  session  has  certainly  been  the  best  in  the  history 
of  the  present  administration.  The  personnel  of  the 
student  body  has  never  been  higher  nor  have  we  had  a 
better  faculty.  Improved  and  additional  equipment 
has  also  played  its  part. 

Under  the  excellent  leadership  of  George  S.  (Gummy) 
Proctor,  the  Athletic  program  was  of  the  highest  order. 
He  was  ably  assisted  by  Head  Football  Coach  Morgan 
Tiller  and  his  assistant  Billy  Hay.  Our  baseball  team  won 
the  championship  of  the  state  and  the  basketball  team 
only  missed  the  championship  for  the  second  consecutive 
year  by  four  points — three  in  the  William  and  Mary  game 
and  one  in  the  V.  P.  I.  game.  Both  of  these  games  were 
lost  in  an  extra  period.  We  are  all  pleased  that  next  year 
Billy  McCann  will  be  added  to  the  staff. 

The  Library  represents  a  remarkable  effort  at  an 
amazingly  low  cost.  We  are  now  in  possession  of  a  building 
that  is  adequate,  well-equipped,  and  altogether  attractive. 
The  next  objective  is  the  establishing  of  the  Alexander 


Jones  Memorial.  Alexander  lost  his  life  in  the  war  as  a 
Naval  pilot.  His  parents,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Alfred  Jones  of 
Roanoke,  Va.,  have  made  possible  this  memorial  to  him. 
Mr.  Paul  Grier,  our  librarian,  is  now  engaged  in  arranging 
the  memorial  in  the  two  upstairs  rooms.  One  will  be  used 
for  the  rare  book  room  and  the  other  for  material  per- 
taining to  Hampden-Sydney. 

Certainly  one  of  the  most  delighful  happenings  of  the 
year  was  the  establishing  of  the  Eta  Chapter  of  Virginia 
of  the  Society  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  A  happy  event  of 
Finals  was  the  initiation  of  three  additional  alumni  and 
eight  members  in  course,  students  of  the  senior  class. 
The  address  of  occasion  was  made  by  Dr.  Wm.  Mcllwaine 
Thompson,  pastor  of  College  Church. 

I  am  thankful  to  report  that  the  enrollment  situation  is 
good.  We  are  grateful  to  those  alumni  who  returned  the 
postcard  sent  with  the  last  Record.  It  will  be  an  ex- 
cellent plan  if  each  alumnus  will  continue  to  send  us  the 
names  of  young  men  in  his  community  who  are  the  type 
desired  by  Hampden-Sydney.

Campus  Mourns  the  Loss  of  Two 
Fellow  Students 

The  month  of  May  brought  tragedy  close  to  the  Hamp- 
den-Sydney campus  twice  within  two  days.  On  May  13, 
Malcolm  R.  Leech,  junior  from  Natural  Bridge,  Va.,  was 
killed  instantly  when  a  car  he  was  driving  ran  off  State 
Highway  133  into  a  deep  ravine.  He  was  alone  at  the  time. 

The  next  night  during  a  rainstorm,  a  car  driven  by 
Edmund  Baker  Davenport  crashed  into  the  rear  of  a  truck 
at  Amelia  Courthouse.  Davenport,  a  junior  from  Rich- 
mond, died  the  following  day.  His  two  companions, 
Julian  Meade  Wright,  '51,  and  Joseph  J.  Potts,  '51, 
were  painfully  injured.  Wright,  the  more  seriously  hurt, 
is  reported  on  the  road  to  recovery. 

"Bake"  Davenport  had  been  a  letterman  in  football 
for  the  past  three  years.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Kappa 
Sigma  fraternity. 

"Mac"  Leech  entered  Hampden-Sydney  in  1946  after 
serving  several  years  in  the  armed  forces.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  football  squad  his  first  two  years  in  college, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  Lambda  Chi  Alpha  fraternity. 

The  deepest  sympathy  of  the  Record  is  extended  to 
the  bereaved  families  of  these  two  young  men. 


Memorial  to  George  Luther  Walker,  '10 

{Read  by  Dr.   D.  M.  Allan,  at   the  meeting  of  the 
General  Alumni  Association  May  29) 

THE  Alumni  Association  has  suffered  a  grievous  loss 
in  the  death  of  George  Luther  Walker,  our  beloved 
Alumni  Secretary  since  1928.    By  his  untiring  efforts  and 
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gracious  friendliness  he  built  up  this  Association  until  it 
became  second  to  none  in  loyalty  and  achievement  among 
similar  alumni  bodies  throughout  the  country.  The 
Hampden-Sydney  alumni  were  like  a  family  to  him.  He 
knew  practical!}'  all  by  name  and  was  personally  interested 
in  each  one  from  the  oldest  down  to  the  \-oungest.  The 
unique  success  of  the  Alumni  Fund  in  recent  years  was 
due  in  no  small  measure  to  his  interest  and  enthusiasm. 
His  unsurpassed  knowledge  of  alumni  happenings  and  his 
conscientious  labors  as  Managing  Editor  of  The  Alumni 
Record  contributed  greatly  to  the  marked  success  of  this 
periodical.  Even  during  the  period  from  1936  to  1942 
when  he  served  the  College  first  as  Dean  and  then  as 
teacher  .in  the  English  and  Latin  Departments,  he  con- 
tinued as  Recording  Secretary  of  the  Association  and 
kept  in  close  touch  with  the  work.  He  was  unusualh- 
successful  in  forming  alumni  chapters  and  visited  a  great 
man)'  of  them.  Hampden-Sj'dney  alumni  scattered  far 
and  wide  will  miss  his  personal  letters,  his  cheerful  greet- 
ings a'nd  his  affectionate  friendship.  Though  he  is  absent 
from  bur'midst,  his  spirit  will  ever  be  an  inspiring  memory, 
as  well  as  a  challenge,  for  the  future. 

Any  memorial  to  a  man  as  many-sided  as  George 
Walker  must  include  reference  to  a  variety  of  contacts 
and  forms  of  service.  He  entered  Hampden-Sydney  in 
1906  and  graduated  with  B.  A.  degree  in  1910.  On  the 
completion  of  his  college  work,  he  entered  the  teaching 
profession  and  abh'  served  for  a  period  of  eighteen  years 
first  as  high  school  teacher  and  then  as  principal.  He 
origin'ated  the  five  point  health  program  which  later 
became  a  part  of  the  system  of  Virginia  secondary  educa- 
tion. Volunteering  for  service  in  World  War  I,  he  was  in 
camp  undergoing  officer's  training  when  the  Armistice 
was  signed.  Later  he  received  a  commission  as  Second 
Lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Army. 

His  connection  with  College  Church  extended  over  a 
period  of  nearly  thirty-eight  years.  As  a  student  he  had 
served  faithfully  and  effectively  in  the  Choir.  In  1912, 
he  united  with  the  church  here,  being  received  by  letter 
from  the  Blacksburg  Presbyterian  Church  with  which  he 
had  united  in  his  boyhood  days  while  his  father  was 
serving  with  distinction  as  Professor  of  Latin  at  the 
Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute.  In  1933,  he  was  elected 
an  elder  in  College  Church,  to  which  he  gave  loyal  and 
devoted  service  for  the  remainder  of  his  life. 

As  Dean  and  as  a  teacher  at  his  Alma  Mater,  he  was 
characterized  by  a  keen  interest  in  the  personal  and 
spiritual  welfare  of  each  student  and  his  influence  for 
good  on  this  campus  was  beyond  measure. 

In  communit}-  life  he  stood  in  the  forefront  of  all  move- 
ments for  the  public  welfare.  In  school  and  civic  activities 
he  was  widely  known  as  an  efficient  worker  and  inspiring 
leader.  For  several  )'ears  he  served  as  Chairman  of  the 
Prince  Edward  County  School  Board.  In  conclusion,  it 
may  be  said  that  wherever  George  Walker  saw  a  need, 
he  also  saw  an  opportunity. 

"Seest  thou  a  man  diligent  in  his  business.'" — strong 
in  character,  ardent  in  mental  attainment,  faithful  in 
Christian  service;  "he  shall  stand  before  kings;  he  shall 
not  stand  before  obscure  men." 

Such  a  man  was  George  Luther  Walker.

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The  1950  Commencement 


EACH  Hampden-Sydney  commencement  is,  of  course, 
the  best  ever.  There  was  no  doubt  that  the  1950 
celebration,  marking  the  close  of  the  174th  consecutive 
session  of  the  College,  qualified  for  this  distinction. 
Everything  was  in  the  superlative  degree.  The  graduating 
class,  ninety-five  in  nunber,  was  the  largest  in  the  history 
of  Hampden-Sydney  and,  according  to  friends,  highest 
in  quality.  The  first  honor  man  had  the  highest  average 
since  1914,  when  such  records  were  first  listed.  The  first 
citizen  of  \'irginia  gave  the  commencement  address.  It 
was  perhaps  the  first  graduation  (exclusive  of  war  years) 
to  take  place  in  May,  and  the  first,  at  least  in  some  time, 
to  have  the  commencement  exercises  on  Monday  im- 
mediately following  baccalaureate  Sunday.  Even  the 
weather-  was  superlative,  not  too  hot  and  not  too  cold, 
raining  when  there  were  no  exercises  to  mar,  clearing  off 
when  lunch  had  to  be  served  on  the  lawn  or  some  meeting 
was  scheduled. 

Saturday,  May  27 

As  though  to  make  up  for  the  telescoped  commence- 
ment period,  festivities  got  under  way  Saturday  night 
with  a  party  in  the  Alumni  Rooms  for  alumni,  seniors  and 
their  guests,  and  friends  of  the  College.  Those  in  at- 
tendance jammed  the  double  rooms  and  overflowed  into 
the  hall  and  onto  the  porch. 

Sunday,  May  28 

The  baccalaureate  sermon  Sunday  was  preached  by 
the  Rev.  Claude  H.  Pritchard,  D.D.,  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Assembly's  Home  Mission  Committee  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.  Dr.  Pritchard  had  the  further 
distinction  of  being  the  father  of  the  graduating  president 
of  the  student  body.  The  subject  of  the  sermon  was 
"The  Life  That  Measures  Up."  Dr.  Pritchard  told  the 
seniors  that  "the  life  that  measures  up  grows  in  the 
likeness  of  Christ,  ftozvs  in  the  channel  of  God's  will, 
and  glows  with  the  indwelling  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit." 

The  Choir  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  College  Glee  Club 
sang  "May  Now  Thy  Spirit"  by  Scheutky-Treharne, 
and  Miss  Sarah  McElroy,  a  freshman  from  Longwood 
College,  sang  "Come  Unto  Him"  from  Handel's  Messiah. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  day  was  a  buffet  supper 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Ray  A.  Moore  tendered  Dr.  Moore's  class- 
mates of  1900,  who  were  holding  their  fiftieth  anniversary 
reunion.  Members  present  were  John  A.  Sydenstricker, 
Marlinton,  W.  Va.;  John  F.  Meredith,  Erwin,  Tenn.; 
H.  Straughan  Stokes,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C;  W.  Bruce 
Buford,  Roanoke,  Va.;  the  Reverend  Finley  M.  Eversole, 
Bristol,  Va.;  the  Reverend  Otis  M.  Clarke,  Heathsville, 
Va.;  Thomas  Blair  Blake,  Ada,  Okla.;  and  Dr.  Ray  A. 
Moore.  The  Reverend  Thomas  W.  Hooper,  Culpeper, 
Va.;  and  R.  P.  McGehee  of  Keysville,  Va.,were  unable  to 
be  present  until  Monday.

Crawley,  '41,  gave  a  well-balanced  program,  beautifulh' 
sung.  Many  felt  it  was  the  best  performance  of  their 
career,  due  perhaps  to  the  extra  stimulus  of  friends  and 
families  in  the  audience,  and  the  fact  that  for  several 
this  was  their  last  Hampden-Sydney  concert.  Seniors 
in  the  group  were  Carter  Coghill,  Howard  Settle,  C.  W. 
Bridges,  J.  A.  Higgs,  Beverly  Jones,  Russell  MacDonald, 
M.  S.  Choate,  and  Preston  Sawyer,  the  talented  accom- 
panist. 

Monday,  May  29 

The  final  graduating  exercises  Monday  morning  began 
with  the  colorful  academic  procession  from  the  Admin- 
istration Building  to  the  Church.  Despite  extra  chairs, 
part  of  the  assembled  crowd  was  forced  to  remain  out- 
side on  the  Church  lawn.  As  usual,  the  first  part  of  the 
program  was  devoted  to  various  awards  to  outstanding 
men.  To  Randolph  Harrison,  Norfolk  senior,  went  the 
Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan  Medallion  "for  excellence  of 
character  and  generous  service  to  his  fellows."  A  similar 
medallion  for  an  alumnus  was  given  to  Justice  Archibald 
C.  Buchanan,  '10,  of  Tazewell,  a  member  of  the  Virginia 
Supreme  Court  of  Appeals. 

Emerson  Johnson,  Jr.,  Monterey  sophomore,  received 
the  Debate  Council  award  for  the  best  record  in  inter- 
collegiate debating  during  the  year.  The  Rosewell  Page 
prize  for  greatest  improvement  in  public  speaking  was 
presented  to  Paulus  A.  Fulcher,  senior  from  Farmville. 
Collier  Harvey,  Lynchburg  senior,  was  given  the  Joseph  E. 
Garland  prize  for  manifesting  the  best  college  spirit 
during  his  college  course.  The  Anna  Carrington  Harrison 
award  for  constructive  leadership  was  bestowed  on  Claude 
Pritchard,  Jr.,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  member  of  the  graduating 
class  and  student  bod)'  president.  Heath  Light,  Chatham 
junior,  received  the  Camilla  Crawley  Music  Memorial 
award  for    outstanding    service    and    promise    in    music.

The  Gammon  cup,  given  each  year  to  the  senior  who 
has  best  served  the  College,  with  especial  regard  to 
character,  scholarship,  and  athletic  ability,  went  to 
Edward  H.  Sharp  of  Richmond. 

The  address  to  the  graduating  class  was  delivered  by 
the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  John 
Stewart  Battle.  The  Governor  told  the  seniors  that  the 
problems  they  will  face  today  "are  the  greatest  challenge 
in  the  history  of  our  country."  He  called  the  "new 
frontiers  of  sound  thinking,  good  government,  and  a 
society  which  serves  the  best  interest  of  the  greatest 
number  of  citizens,  a  challenge  never  heretofore  equalled." 

America's  great  need  today,  he  declared,  is  citizens  who 
"are  educated  in  the  meaning  of  American  liberty  and 
who  are  willing  and  ready  to  work  and,  if  necessary,  to 
fight  for  its  preservation.  The  nation  always  has  needed, 
and  always  will  need,  men  and  women  with  character  and 
understanding,"  he  said.  Whether  you  rise  to  high 
plate  or  remain  among  the  anonymous  citizenry,  to 
you  will  fall  the  task  of  preserving  American  freedom. 
"Tliit  means  each  of  you  will  have  the  obligation  of 
living  as  a  good  citizen,  always  interested  in  the  affairs 
of  your  community  and  always  willing  to  work  for  those 
principles  in  which  you  believe." 

Five  honorary  degrees  were  conferred  by  President 
Edgar  G.  Gammon.  John  Bryan  Cunningham,  '20, 
"devoted  pastor,  faithful  minister,  evangelist  of  the 
Gospel,"  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity,  as 
did  William  Mcllwaine  Thompson,  pastor  of  College 
Church,  "teacher,  chaplain  in  the  United  States  Army 
and  twice  decorated  for  gallantry  in  action,  able  and 
successful  minister  of  the  Gospel  of  Grace." 

Degrees  of  Doctor  of  Literature  were  conferred  on 
Charles  Gottshall  Reigner,  President  of  the  Rowe  Publish- 
ing Company,  Baltimore,  "teacher,  man  of  letters,  suc- 
cessful business  man  and  devoted  churchman,"  and  on 
John  Page  Williams,  Headmaster  of  St.  Christopher's 
School,  "minister,  educator,  and  leader  of  youth." 

The  final  degree,  that  of  Doctor  of  Laws,  was  given  to 
John   Stewart  Battle,  "distinguished  in   the  practice  of 


law.  State  Senator,  faithful  servant  of  the  peopk,  and 
able  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  \  irgmia."  This 
award  was  apparently  a  surprise,  at  least  to  the  recipient, 
and  allowed  President  Gammon  to  remark  "It  is  nice 
for  once  to  be  able  to  tell  the  Governor  of  Virginia  what 

Dr.  Gammon  briefly  addressed  the  Class  of  1950.  He 
expressed  confidence  that  they  would  do  all  in  their  power 
to  maintain  the  fine  record  of  former  graduates.  With 
the  assistance  of  Dean  David  C.  Wilson,  he  then  con- 
ferred on  each  member  of  the  class  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts  or  Bachelor  of  Science  (or  in  one  case,  on  Letcher 
B.  Barnes,  both  degrees).  At  the  end,  applause  swelled 
from  the  audience  for  these  ninety-five  young  men  who 
had  done  a  good  job  well. 

The  valedictorv  address  was  given  by  Samuel  A.  Elder 
of  Annapolis,  Md.,  whose  average  of  96.197  was  the 
highest  recorded  since  191 3.  (Even  so,  he  won  out  over 
the  second  honor  man,  Lindley  M.  Winston,  Jr.,  of  Red- 
lands,  Calif.,  by  only  .09  of  a  point.)  Mr.  Elder  showed 
considerable  aplomb  as  he  carefully  smoothed  his  notes, 
cleaned  his  glasses,  and  deposited  his  cap  (apparently 
with  the  Governor)  before  launching  into  his  farewell 
remarks:  "We  leave  reluctantly  ..."  (Mr.  Elder's  com- 
plete address  appears  on  page  11  of  this  issue  of  the 
Record.) 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Dr.  Frank  S. 
Johns,  '08,  followed  with  a  brief  review  of  the  accomplish- 
ments of  the  past  year,  gracefulfy  paying  special  tribute 
to  the  leadership  of  President  Gammon. 

The  most  moving  part  of  the  exercises  came  in  the 
final  moments,  as  the  graduating  class  rose  to  sing  the 
College  Hymn.  They  had  sung  it  many  times  before  at 
athletic  events  and  in  other  gatherings.  This  was  the 
first  time  as  a  senior  class,  the  last  time  as  students  at 
Hampden-Sydney.  "Here's  to  Old  Hampden-Sydney," 
and  in  a  few  moments  they  were  outside  in  the  bright 
world. 

The  clouds  had  cleared  for  the  luncheon  tendered  the 
graduates  and  visitors  by  the  members  of  the  Faculty  and 
Administration,  and  the  park-like  lawn  in  front  of  \'enable 
Hall  soon  teemed  with  hundreds  of  gay  individuals  de- 
scending upon  the  fleshpots  so  efficiently  set  forth  by  Mrs. 
Lena  Dorman  and  her  assistants. 

Hunger  satisfied,  the  zero  classes — 1940,  1930,  1920, 
1910,  1900,  and  1890 — gathered  for  their  reunions.  The 
1890  reunion  was  the  most  remarkable,  yet  in  a  way  the 
simplest,  consisting  as  it  did  of  one  man,  W.  C.  Pollock 
of  Bluefield,  W.  Va.  The  question  occurs,  can  the  Class 
of  1950  do  as  well  in  the  year  2010  A.  D.? 

The  concluding  meeting  of  the  day  was  that  of  the 
General  Alumni  Association.  A  large  crowd  was  present 
to  hear  tribute  paid  to  the  memory  of  the  beloved  George 
Walker,  former  dean  and  alumni  secretary  for  so  many 
years.  The  main  address  was  made  by  the  noted  editor, 
raconteur,  and  wit,  J.  Barrye  Wall,  '19,  of  Farmville.  He 
spoke  with  affection  of  that  much  battered  and  belittled 
building,  Mcllwaine  Hall,  centering  his  talk  about  its 
three  floors  and  many  events,  somehow  always  of  hum- 
orous aspect,  which  had  taken  place  thereon.  Mr.  Wall's 
talk,  with  its  apt  Latin  and  Greek  references,  made  clear 
to  all  the  acumen  which  had  helped  his  two  sons  to  grad- 
uate with  honor  a  few  hours  earlier. 

Richard  C.  Edmunds,  '25,  and  a  member  of  the  \  ir- 
ginia  House  of  Delegates,  was  elected  president  of  thei 
Association  for  the  ensuing  year.    The  new  vice  president 
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was  Howard  C.  Gilmer,  Jr.,  '2S,  United  States  attorney 
ftir  the  Western  District  of  Virginia  and  a  former  president 
I  .f  the  Virginia  State  Bar  Association.  P.  Tulane  Atkinson, 
'07,  whose  engaging  treasurer's  reports  have  been  rivaled 
i.nly  by  that  of  Robert  Benchley,  was  reelected  treasurer. 
As  the  meeting  broke  up,  thunder  sounded  and  black 
clouds  rushed  overhead,  but  they  were  too  late  to  spoil 
a  perfect  day.  The  Class  of  1950  was  successfully  grad- 
uated, and  all  that  was  to  be  done  had  been  done.

Samuel  Adams  Elder  Delivers 
Valedictory  Address,  May  29 

We  leave  reluctantly.  For  in  the  short  space  of  time 
that  we  have  been  here,  we  have  unconsciously  come  to 
feel  something  of  a  family  affection  for  the  college — we 
feel  at  home  here.  How  we  envy  you  people  who  remain! 
Of  course,  in  this  respect,  we're  no  different  from  any  other 
L'radu^ting  class  at  any  other  college. 

But.  there  is  something  different  about  Hampden- 
Sydney.  Our  college  is  a  complex  of  174  years  of  traditions, 
growing  up  out  of  a  carefully  wrought  foundation.  Its 
distinctive  character  is  something  easier  understood  than 
explained.  The  thing  that  makes  Hampden-Sydney 
different  is  not  a  single  characteristic;  it  is  a  combination 
..f  many.  Now  both  from  a  study  of  the  history  of  the 
college  and  an  experience  of  its  present  day  form,  I  feel 
that  the  nature  of  Hampden-Sydney  can  be  best  analyzed 
into  five  basic  traditions: 

The'  Tradition  of  Christianity.  The  college  was  estab- 
lished in  1776  by  the  Presbytery  of  West  Hanover  in 
cooperation  with  certain  gentlemen  of  the  Church  of 
England.  Although  it  did  not  officially  become  a  church 
college  until  much  later,  all  but  three  of  its  presidents 
fiave  been  ordained  ministers,  and  it  has  always  had  a 
Christian  faculty.  A  study  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
continues  to  have  a  significant  place  in  the  modern 
curriculum. 

The  Tradition  of  Liberty.  Founded  just  six  months 
before  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  the  college  was 
brought  into  being  by  a  group  of  Christian  patriots  who 
believed  that  such  an  institution  might  help  preserve 
their  political,  as  well  as  religious  freedom.  The  idea  of 
student  self-government,  the  honor  system,  and  the 
administration's  policy  of  encouraging  student  indepen- 
dence— are  in  keeping  with  this  tradition. 

The     Tradition    of    Simplicity.  Unpretentiousness, 

straight-forwardness,  and  singleness  of  mind  are  the 
mark  of  a  refined  culture.  We  see  these  virtues,  not  only 
m  the  men  of  Hampden-Sydney,  but  also — as  it  were, 
crystallized — in  the  architecture  of  the  place.  The  un- 
adorned rectangular  walls,  the  clean  white  windowsills 
neatly  laid  out  on  a  uniform  background  of  red  brick, 
the  smooth  green  lawns  keeping  the  buildings  at  a  dignified 
distance — all  of  these  exemplify  the  simple  beauty  of  the 
grounds. 

The  Tradition  of  Unity.  Perhaps  the  most  striking 
thing  about  Hampden-Sydney  to  a  newcomer  is  the 
;  spirit  of  teamwork  and  friendliness  that  pervades  the 
I  atmosphere:  It  is  particularly  noticeable  in  the  custom 
)of  speaking  to  everyone  on  the  campus,  in  the  whole- 
j  hearted  cooperation  between  the  student  body  and  the 
administration,  and   in    the  unified  and  enthusiastic  sup- 


port of  both  faculty  and  student  bodv  at  athletic  events 

The  Tradition  of  Quality.  The  emphasis  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  has  always  been  on  Quality  rather  than  Quantity 
The  celebrated,  large  percentage  of  Hampdeir-Svdney 
graduates  m  Who-s  Who  is  undoubtedly  a  consequence  of 
good  leaching,  high  standards  of  scholarship,  and  small 
classes.  In  an  age  when  the  accent  is  on  mass  production 
and  cheaper  substitutes,  our  college  still  persists  in  turning 
out  "custom-built"  scholars. 

Today,  as  a  result  of  the  tireless  labors  and  generous 
donations  of  the  officers  and  friends  of  the  college,  Hamp- 
den-Sydney can  look  forward  to  an  era  of  prosperity 
unparalleled  in  her  history.  In  this,  we  all  rejoice.  It  is 
natural  and  human  to  desire  to  see  a  good  thing  thrive. 
"i  et  from  some  of  the  most  poverty  stricken  periods  in 
the  history  of  the  college,  many  of  her  most  notable  sons 
have  emerged.  Therefore,  while  we  welcome  these  signs 
of  material  prosperity,  let  us  never  forget  that  spiritual 
traditions  of  priceless  and  unchanging  value  are  the  back- 
bone of  Hampden-Sydney.

Dr.  Reveley  Accepts  Position 
In  Mississippi 

Dr.  David  Robert  Reveley,  '26,  has  accepted  the  posi- 
tion of  Professor  of  Education  and  Director  of  Teacher 
Training  at  Mississippi  State  College  for  Women,  Colum- 
bus, Miss. 

Coach  Bob,  as  he  is  best  known  to  Alumni,  was  graduated 
from  Hampden-Sydney  in  the  Class  of  1926.  He  at  once 
entered  upon  a  period  of  nine  years  of  teaching  and 
coaching  at  Danville  Military  Institute  which  at  that 
time  was  headed  by  Colonel  William  M.  Kemper,  '01. 
During  this  time  he  also  attended  the  University  of 
Mrginia  where  the  M.A.  degree  in  Education  was  awarded 
him  in  193  I. 

Four  years  later  in  1935  he  returned  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  as  assistant  Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Ed- 
ucator, and  as  Assistant  Coach  in  all  branches  of  athletics. 
Back  at  Hampden-Sydney  and  reunited  with  Coach 
Bernier,  the  man  he  idolized.  Bob  was  supremely  happy. 
Between  1935-1939,  Bernier,  the  master,  and  Reveley, 
the  pupil,  stressing  fundamentals,  team  work,  and  spirit, 
were  formidable  opponents  for  any  coaching  combination 
in  collegiate  circles. 

During  World  War  II  as  a  Lieutenant  Commander  in 
the  Navy,  two  years  were  spent  in  active  sea  duty  and 
two  as  Assistant  Operations  Officer  of  the  Armed  Guard 
Center,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  In  1945,  prompted  by  a  recogni- 
tion of  his  excellent  record  and  noticeable  executive 
ability.  Lieutenant  Commander  Reveley  was  assigned  first 
as  Executive  Officer,  and  later  as  Commanding  Officer,  to 
the  Navy  \'-i2  Unit  at  Swarthmore  College,  Pennsylvania. 

Returning  to  Hampden-Sydney  in  the  fall  of  '46  as  a 
private  citizen,  he  devoted  his  entire  time  to  his  teaching. 
A  leave  of  absence  in  1948-49  enabled  him  to  complete 
the  work  leading  to  a  doctorate  in  Education  at  the 
University   of   Virginia.      Last   month    upon    the   com- 


pletion of  his  dissertation.  The  Procedures  for  Handling 
Class  Absences  in  Liberal  Arts  Colleges,  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Philosophy  in  Education  was  conferred  on 
Coach  Bob. 

In  1944,  Dr.  Reveley  was  married  to  Miss  Mary  Flo)d 
of  Farmville,  Va.  They  have  two  children.  The  Com- 
munity and  all  of  their  Alumni  friends  join  in  wishing 
them  every  success  and  happiness  in  their  new  southern 
home. 


Diplomas  Are  "Commissions  of  Leader- 
ship," Dean  Wilson  Tells  Mary 
Washington  Graduates 

Dr.  David  C.  Wilson,  Dean  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College,  on  June  5  delivered  the  address  to  the  two 
hundred  and  twenty-one  members  of  the  graduating 
class  of  Mary  Washington  College. 

A  man  long  experienced  in  delivering  diplomas,  he 
told  the  seniors  that  the  degrees  represented  "commissions 
of  leadership." 

He  pointed  out  that  leadership  is  not  something  auto- 
matically obtained  in  the  classroom.  "It  may  be  en- 
couraged there,  and  it  may  be  provided  there  with  certain 
necessary  knowledge,  and  with  inspirational  examples. 
However,  leadership  itself  is  the  result  of  one's  own  effort 
and  struggle.  Success  and  defeat,  trial  and  error,  a  climb 
and  a  fall,  are  the  elements  which  develop  leadership." 

He  described  as  the  "truest  patriots'"  those  persons 
who  work  to  improve  civilization  and  culture. 

While  in  Fredericksburg,  Dean  and  Mrs.  Wilson  were  the 
house  guests  of  President  and  Mrs.  Morgan  L.  Combs  of 
Mary  Washington  College.  Returning  home  by  the  way  of 
Richmond,  Mrs.  Wilson  attended  a  meeting  of  the  As- 
sociation for  the  Preservation  of  \'irginia  Antiquities.

"He  is  an  active  worker  on  the  campus,  an  outstanding 
leader  in  religious  work  as  well  as  a  man  greatly  interested 
in  athletics."  Such  is  the  estimate  of  William  C.  Finch, 
'29,  as  carried  by  the  1929  Kaleidoscope. 

Twenty-one  years  later  on  Friday,  April  14,  Dr.  William 
C.  Finch  was  named  president  of  Southwestern  Uni- 
versity, Georgetown,  Texas. 

During  the  intervening  years  Dr.  Finch's  record  has 
been  one  of  constant  preparation  and  well  merited  ad- 
vancement. In  1934,  he  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Systematic  Theology  from  the  Biblical  Seminary,  of 
New  York,  and  in  1936,  the  degree  of  Master  of  Theology 
from  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  \'a.  During 
1937-1938,  he  spent  some  time  in  study  at  Oxford  Uni- 
versity and  the  Universit}'  of  Zurich.  In  1940,  he  received 
his  doctor's  degree  from  Drew  University  with  a  disserta- 
tion "The  Descent  into  Hades:  An  Exegetical,  Historical, 
and  Theological  Study."  Other  publications  from  his  pen 
are:  "Criticism  and  the  Preacher's  Thought,"  Union 
iSeminary  Review,  April,  1939,  and  "Scene  and  Sense  of 
Vocation,"  Motive,  February,  1949. 

j  W'hile  continuing  his  education  during  these  years, 
'Dr.  Finch  held  many  positions.  Upon  leaving  Hampden- 
: Sydney  he  served  as  Instructor  in  Bible  and  English, 
Randolph-Macon  Academy,  Bedford,  \'a.,  1929-30;  Mas- 
ter in  English,  St.  Paul's  School  for  Boys,  Baltimore,  Md., 
1930-31;  Associate  Professor  of  Bible  and  Religion, 
1938-41,  and  Dean  of  Students,  1940-41,  Oklahoma  City 
University. 

I      In   1941    Dr.   Finch  went  to  Southwestern  University, 

[where  he  was   Professor  of  Bible.    Two    years,    1944-45, 

jwere   spent   as   a   chaplain   in   the   United    States   Navy. 

In   1946,  while  continuing  as  Professor  of  Bible,  he  was 

made  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  President,  and  in 

1949-50  Acting  President. 

In  this  twenty-one-year  period.  Dr.  Finch  found  the 
time  and  ably  served  as  minister  in  several  churches. 
In    1934-35,    h^   was    Pastor  of   Beulah   and    Sherbourne 


Avenue  Methodist  Churches  of  Richmond,  Va.;  Assistant 
Pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Westfield,  N.  J., 
1935-37;  and  Supply  Pastor,  St.  Luke's  Methodist  Church, 
Oklahoma  City,  during  the  summer  of  1941. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Finch,  nc5e  Miss  Lucy  C.  Bedinger, 
daughter  of  the  Honorable  Frank  C.  Bedinger,  '05,  of 
Bo\'dton,  V'a.,  with  their  two  sons,  William  Tyree  and 
Richard  Carrington,  were  visitors  to  the  Hill  the  latter 
part  of  June.  One  sister,  Miss  Marget  Finch,  teaches  at 
Broad  Rock  School.  Another  sister,  Miss  Mary  Finch, 
is  a  Methodist  missionary  in  Japan.  His  brother.  Dr. 
Tyree  Finch,  recently  bought  and  moved  into  the  Benedict 
home  at  Kingsville,  Va.  He  is  associated  with  Dr.  Thomas 
G.  Hardy  of  Farmville  in  the  practice  of  medicine.

It  will  be  gratifying  to  former  students  and  friends  of 
the  College,  as  well  as  to  this  community,  to  learn  that 
Dr.  John  H.  Dunnington  of  New  York,  Class  of  191 1, 
was  elected  President  of  The  American  Opthalmological 
Society  at  their  convention  just  held  at  Hot  Springs,  Va. 

Dr.  Dunnington  was  born  and  reared  in  this  community, 
the  son  of  Mrs.  W.  G.  Dunnington,  and  of  the  late  W.  G.

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became  assistant  surgeon  at  the  New  York  Eye  and  Ear 
Infirmary.  During  World  War  I  he  was  a  surgeon  in  the 
Armed  Forces. 

Dr.  Dunnington  specializes  in  the  treatment  of  the 
eye,  and  is  now  one  of  the  foremost  eye  surgeons  in  the 
United  States.  In  fact,  his  reputation  goes  far  beyond 
the  confines  of  his  own  country,  and  he  is  internationally 
recognized.  .\t  present  he  is  in  London,  England,  as  an 
American  representative  to  the  Congress  of  the  Inter- 
national Opthalmological  Society. 

In  addition  to  the  active  practice  of  his  profession,  he 
has  taught  in  medical  schools  and  hospitals,  and  at  the 
present  is  full  professor  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons,  Columbia  University. 

While  at  Hampden-Sydney  and  the  University  of 
Mrginia,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Chi  Phi  social  fraternity, 
and  he  is  also  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.

William  Watkins  Martin  Retires 

Hampden-Sydney  acknowledges  a  debt  to  Charlotte 
County  for  the  many  noble  and  notable  sons  received  of 
her.  Much  could  be  written  on  the  debt  this  College  of 
Prince  Edward  owes  to  her  sister  county  to  the  South. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  was  born  sixty  years  ago 
at  "Greenfield,"  ancestral  home  of  the  Reads  of  Charlotte. 
His  father  was  that  delightful  gentleman.  Major  Miles 
Macon  Martin,  his  mother  the  gracious  Mrs.  Edmonia 
Read  Martin,  daughter  of  William  W.  Read,  Class  of 
i^>40,  and  later  for  more  than  twenty  years  an  honored 
trustee  of  the  College.  William  Watkins  Martin  in 
coming  to  Hampden-Sydney  followed  in  the  footsteps 
of  his  older  brothers  Alexander,  "oi,  and  John,  "03,  and 
was  himself  an  honor  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1909. 

After  graduation  he  taught  in  Smithfield,  \'a.,  for  one 
year  and  then  later  in  succession  was  personal  secretarv 
to  Governor  Stuart;  distinguished  soldier  in  World  War  I; 
counsel  to  the  State  Tax  Department;  Assistant  Attorney 
General,  and  finalh'  a  member  for  three  years  of  the  State 
Industrial  Commission.  To  each  task  in  these  several 
fields,  he  gave  unstintingly  of  his  time  and  of  his  talent. 
Possessed  of  a  clear  head  and  a  pure  heart,  he  made  a 
public  servant  the  like  of  whom  is  all  too  seldom  seen 
today. 

When  he  laid  his  toga  by,  the  Richmond  Nezcs  Leader 
carried  this  editorial: 

The  Commonwealth  will  lose  a  valued  servant  on 
May  15  with  the  retirement  of  William  W.  Martin 
as  a  member  of  the  State  Industrial  Commission. 
Throughout  his  36  years  with  the  State  government, 
he  has  done  a  yeoman  job  as  one  of  those  rare  men  in 
public  life  who  combine  a  zest  for  work  with  a  passion 
for  anonymity.  As  the  top-ranking  assistant  attorney- 
general,  he  ser\ed  in  the  role  of  wheelhorse — an  un- 
tiring student  of  the  law  who  tackled  everything 
that  came   across   his   desk   with   the  same  cheerful

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energy.  He  moved  to  the  State  Industrial  Com- 
mission three  years  ago  with  a  good  deal  of  reluctance, 
but  he  soon  became  absorbed  in  the  wide  variety 
of  actions  before  that  tribunal.  His  contributions  to 
the  law  of  industrial  compensation  will  be  cited  for  a 
good  many  years  to  come.  Surely  every  Virginian 
who  knows  of  his  able  and  devoted  service  will  wish 
him  improved  health  as  he  enters  upon  a  well-earned 
retirement.

Art  Exhibition  and  Lectures 
Much  Enjoyed 

Two  lectures  on  modern  American  art  and  an  exhibition 
of  modern  American  painting  were  made  possible  for  the 
students  and  the  Hill  residents  by  the  Richmond  Area 
University  Center  this  spring. 

The  first  lecture,  given  on  April  18,  was  made  by  Miss 
Harriet  Fitzgerald  of  New  "^'ork,  native  Virginian  and 
well-known  painter  herself.  Miss  Fitzgerald's  lecture  was 
given  in  connection  with  the  exhibition  of  nineteen 
carefully  chosen  modern  paintings,  illustrating  the  de- 
velopment in  American  art  from  impressionism  to  ex- 
pressionism. These  paintings  were  hung  on  the  walls  of 
the  Alumni  Lounge  and  during  the  day  a  great  concourse 
of  students  examined  the  paintings  of  such  American 
artists  as  Childe  Hassan,  Maurice  Prendergast,  Max 
Weber,  John  Carroll,  Georgia  O'Keefe,  Nat  Koffman, 
and  George  Grosz.  Miss  Fitzgerald  in  her  lecture  that 
evening  used  these  paintings  to  illustrate  to  her  audience 
the  attempts  of  modern  artists  to  find  a  new  idiom  of 
expression  in  terms  of  line  and  color.  Her  lecture  was 
most  interesting  and  well-attended. 

The  second  lecture,  on  May  9,  was  given  by  Mr.  James 
Johnson  Sweeney  who  was  in  charge  of  the  then  current 
exhibition  of  modern  American  art  at  the  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts  in  Richmond.  Mr.  Sweeney,  a  prominent  art 
critic,  gave  a  most  lucid  analysis  of  the  nature  of  modern 
art,  and  he  clarified  further  for  the  students  the  aims  and 
techniques  of  modern  art.  A  large  audience  heard  him  in 
Mcllwaine  Hall. 

Both  Miss  Fitzgerald  and  Mr.  Sweeney  graciously 
consented  to  a  period  of  questioning  after  the  lectures, 
and  the  interest  of  the  students  in  modern  art,  together 
with  their  own  understanding  of  it,  were  evidenced  by 
their  many  questions.  Significantly,  too,  questions  of  the 
students  mirrored  their  desire  to  understand  their  own 
generation  as  it  exhibits  itself  in  art.

Then  and  Now 

A  letter  from  Mr.  H.  L.  Hopkins,  Class  of  1882,  has 
good  things  to  say  that  are  worth  repeating. 

After  leaving  College,  Mr.  Hopkins  went  to  Texas  and 
made  that  state  his  home  until  he  retired  from  business 
and  settled  in  Florida  to  enjoy  a  well-earned  rest. 

His  letter  is  one  of  reminiscences  of  conditions  here 
when  he  was  a  student;  and  he  states  that  the  improve- 
ments outlined  in  the  editorial,  "Looking  Back  A  Half 
Century,"    which    appeared    in    the    April    issue   of   the 
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Alumni    Record,  so  pleased    him  that  he  had  to  express 
himself  in  a  letter. 

"Mud  roads,  ditto  walks;  no  electric  lights;  no  tele- 
phone; no  sewage  system;  no  dining  hall;  water  from  the 
College  well;  80  students  and  five  professors;  ..."  But 
so  far  from  there  being  a  word  of  complaint,  he  adds,  "I 
wish  to  say  that  my  days  spent  at  Hampden-Sydney 
were  among  the  happiest  of  my  whole  life."  He  was 
advised  by  an  elderly  gentleman  to  throw  away  his  pipe 
and  quit  smoking  so  as  to  make  a  success  of  life,  but, 
he  adds,  "I  did  not  follow  his  wise  counsel,  and  now  at 
the  age  of  875^2,  the  old  pipe  (not  the  same  one)  is  still 
going  strong." 


Spring  Conference  of  the  Classical 

Association  of  Virginia  Held 

at  Hampden-Sydney 

For  the  first  time  in  history,  apparently,  the  Classical 
Association  of  Virginia  met  at  Hampden-Sydney  May  13, 
1950.  Lack  of  a  proper  meeting  room  had  heretofore  pre- 
vented the  issuance  of  an  invitation  to  the  Association  by 
the  College,  but  with  the  establishment  of  the  attractive 
Alumni  Rooms  in  Graham  Hall,  this  difficulty  had  been 
obviated.  The  double  rooms  made  an  ideal  setting  for 
the  group  of  forty  in  attendance. 

The  president  of  the  Classical  Association,  Professor 
Arthur  Stocker  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  in  intro- 
ducing President  Edgar  G.  Gammon,  pointed  out  that  at 
the  present  time  one  third  of  Hampden-Sydney  students 
were  enrolled  in  classes  of  Greek  or  Latin.  Dr.  Gammon, 
welcoming  the  members  to  Hampden-Sydney,  empha- 
sized that  the  atmosphere  of  the  College  had  always  been 
most  friendly  and  favorable  to  the  study  of  the  Classics. 

The  program  consisted  of  six  papers,  reflecting  a  wide 
range  of  interest.  These  were  "Jefferson  Majors  in  the 
Classics"  by  Professor  Graves  H.  Thompson,  '27,  of 
Hampden-Sydney;  "Hippocrates  in  \irginia"  by  Pro- 
fessor A.  Pelzer  Wagener  of  William  and  Mary;  "The 
Nature  of  the  Laws  of  the  Twelve  Tables"  by  Professor 
A.  D.  Fraser  of  the  University  of  Virginia;  "Latin  Litera- 
ture in  English  Translation"  by  Professor  Fannie  Strauss 
of  Mary  Baldwin;  "  Instruments  in  Ancient  Greek  Music" 
by  Professor  James  S.  Constantine  of  the  University  of 
Virginia;  and  "The  Cipher  of  Roger  Bacon"  by  Professor 
Marjorie  J.  Rivenburg  of  Westhampton  College. 

The  last  two  papers  were  illustrated  with  slides.  While 
the  apparatus  was  being  set  up,  the  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation were  served  cheese  straws  and  tomato  juice  in  the 
"foyer." 

The  luncheon  tendered  by  the  College  added  the  crown- 
ing touch.  Spring  chicken  and  two  varieties  of  hot  bread 
were  impressive  features.  Equally  impressive  in  the 
jintellectual  realm  was  a  short  address  in  Latin  at  the  end 
lof  the  meal  by  Mr.  Goodwin  Beach,  a  business  man  of 
[Hartford,  Conn.  Mr.  Beach,  fresh  from  the  Kentucky 
I  Derby,  spoke  appreciatively  of  the  Virginia  weather  and 
•charm:  "Hodie  autem  sol  orbem  suuni  extulit  ut  vestra 
'•frepuhlica  amoena  Firginiae,  ut  decet,  ridenti  frui  liceat.  .  ." 
j  The  general  feeling  was  that  this  had  been  an  un- 
usually enjoyable  and  successful  occasion.  From  the  point 
'of  view  of  the  hosts,  it  was  due  to  teamwork  on  the  part 
jof  a  great  number  of  people:  students,  ladies  of  the  Hill, 
'the  Alumni  Office  staff,  members  of  the  Administration, 


Mr.  Herman  Duncan,  and,  of  course,  the  invaluable 
dietitian,  Mrs.  Lena  Dorman.  And  beneath  it  all  lay  the 
unfailing  beauty  of  the  springtime  Hampden-Sydney 
Campus. 

Dr.  Charles  S.  Sydnor,  Harmsworth 

Professor  of  American  History, 

at  Oxford 

Dr.  Charles  S.  Sydnor,  "18,  professor  of  history  at 
Duke  University,  has  been  appointed  to  the  Harold 
Vyvj^an  Harmsworth  Professorship  of  American  History 
at  Oxford  L'niversity,  England,  for  the  academic  year 
1950-51.  This  appointment  is  reserved  for  outstanding 
American  historians.  Dr.  Sydnor  is  the  only  specialist  in 
Southern  history  to  be  elected  to  the  Harmsworth  pro- 
fessorship, and  he  will  be  the  only  American  among 
fifteen  outstanding  scholars  on  the  faculty  of  the  Modern 
History  School  of  Oxford.  He  will  be  attached  to  Queen's 
College  at  the  university. 

Dr.  Sydnor  received  his  Ph.  D.  from  Johns  Hopkins  in 
June,  1923,  and  returned  to  Hampden-Sydney  as  pro- 
fessor of  history  and  political  science  from  1923  to  1925. 
He  then  served  as  professor  of  history  at  the  University 
of  Mississippi,  and  since  1935  he  has  been  a  member  of 
the  faculty  of  Duke  University. 

Dr.  Sydnor  is  the  author  of  several  books,  among  them 
The  Development  of  Southern  Sectionalism,  iSig-iS^S. 
For  this  book  he  was  awarded  the  Mayflower  Cup  in 
1948 — an  honor  given  annually  to  the  resident  North 
Carolina  author  who  has  produced  the  best  work  during 
the  year. 

His  friends  at  Hampden-Sydney  ha\e  followed  Dr. 
Sydnor's  brilliant  career  with  interest,  and  their  best 
wishes  go  with  him  to  England,

.  .  specialist  in  Southern  history  .  .  . 
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Debaters  to  be  Congratulated  Upon 
Successful  Forensic  Season 

The  art  of  debating  has  undergone  great  changes  in  the 
past  century.  After  hearing  Daniel  Webster  in  one  of  his 
great  debates  before  the  Supreme  Court,  Justice  Story 
recorded  his  impressions  in  these  words:  "For  the  first 
hour  we  listened  with  perfect  astonishment,  for  the 
second  hour  with  perfect  delight,  and  for  the  third  hour 
with  perfect  conviction."  The  present  day  college  debater 
has  no  such  generous  time  limit.  To  produce  conviction 
he  must  pack  his  argument  into  ten  short  minutes  with 
five  for  rebuttal.  Hence,  he  must  become  a  master  of  pre- 
cise utterance.  Moreover,  he  must  be  indifferent  to  public 
acclaim.  For  his  audience  will  consist  of  a  select  few,  at 
times  only  the  timekeeper  and  the  judges. 

If  we  may  judge  by  the  forensic  topics  of  today,  the 
varsity  debater  must  also  be  something  of  a  "brain- 
truster."  This  year's  subject  was:  Resolved  that  the 
United  States  should  nationalize  her  basic  industries  with 
the  exception  of  agriculture.  This  moot  question  required 
not  only  logical  acumen  but  a  knowledge  of  economics, 
a  comprehension  of  capitalism  and  socialism,  and  will- 
ingness to  be  stigmatized  as  either  a  Communist  or  a  re- 
actionary. Yet  there  is  surprisingly  little  "eagle-scream- 
ing" or  viewing  with  alarm  on  the  forensic  platform  today. 
tracts  and  reasons  take  precedence  over  emotional  appeals. 

The  Hampden-Sydney  "Senators,"  as  they  are  known, 
enjoyed  a  season  of  well-earned  success.  They  won  eight 
debates,  lost  six  and  had  two  non-decision  tilts.  The}' 
participated  in  two  regional  tournaments.  Their  oppo- 
nents included  such  formidable  teams  as  Fordham, 
Naval  Academy,  and  the  University  of  Richmond.  In  the 
State  Tau  Kappa  Alpha  Tournament  at  Blacksburg, 
which  was  the  climax  of  the  season,  our  debaters  won 
first  place  for  negative  teams,  and  tied  for  first  place 
among  the  affirmative  teams.  The  active  debaters  this 
year  were  Nelson  Fox,  Emerson  Johnson,  Claud  Mc- 
Cauley,  Robert  Ramey,  Derek  Williams,  and  Walter 
Woodson.  The  Debate  Council  Award  at  Commencement 
went  to  Sophomore  Emerson  Johnson,  whose  lofty 
stature  is  no  liability  either  on  the  rostrum  or  the  basket- 
ball court.  Hampden-Sydney  was  also  honored  when 
Bob  Ramey,  '51,  was  elected  vice  president  at  the  National 
Convention  of  Tau  Kappa  .Mpha  this  spring. 


Dehumidifier  Installed  in  Library 

In  \ears  past  excess  moisture  has  been  a  costly  intruder 
in  the  library  building  during  the  summer  months.  Mildew 
and  mold  have  damaged  book  bindings;  and  though 
various  preventatives  have  been  tried,  nothing  seemed  to 
be  effective. 

This  spring  a  dehumidifier  has  been  installed  in  the 
basement  room  of  the  annex.  This  device  draws  moisture- 
laden  air  over  refrigerated  coils  where  the  air  is  cooled  and 
condensed.  The  water  then  drops  into  a  receptacle  below. 
During  the  past  thirty  days  more  than  eighteen  gallons 
of  water  have  been  removed  from  the  one  basement  room, 
and  the  relative  humidity  has  consequently  been  kept 
under  approximately  sixty  per  cent. 

It  is  believed  that  continued  use  of  the  dehumidifier 
during  the  summer  will  solve  the  mildew  problem. 


Genetics  Lecture  Sponsored 
by  Chi  Beta  Phi 

Dr.  Lawrence  H.  Snyder,  dean  of  the  Graduate  Schoof 
of  the  University  of  Oklahoma,  delivered  a  lecture  on 
"Heredity  in  Alodern  Life"  to  the  student  body  on 
April  4.  Dr.  Snyder  is  president  of  the  American  Society 
of  Human  Genetics  and  in  1949  was  president  of  the 
Genetics  Society  of  America.  He  is  also  editor  of  the 
magazine,  American  Naturalist,  and  has  written  a  number 
of  books  on  genetics. 

The  lecture  was  made  at  a  convocation  of  the  student 
body  in  College  Church,  and  it  aroused  much  interested 
discussion  among  the  students  afterwards.  The  Hampden- 
Sydney  chapter  of  Chi  Beta  Phi  Science  Honor  Society, 
sponsored  the  lecture.  Each  year  it  is  the  custom  of  Chi 
Beta  Phi  to  bring  outside  speakers  to  the  campus  to 
lecture  to  the  students  on  scientific  subjects.

Tiger  Netmen  Undefeated  in  Little  Six 
Competition;  Post  7-4  Record 

Led  by  a  host  of  experienced  players,  Hampden- 
Sydney's  tennis  team  continued  its  winning  ways  from 
the  previous  season  by  posting  a  7-4  mark  in  1950. 

The  Tigers  were  undefeated  in  Little  Six  and  Mason- 
Dixon  Conference  matches,  winning  over  Bridgewater 
and  Roanoke  twice  each,  and  downing  Randolph-Macon 
and  Lynchburg  once  each.  The  seventh  victory  was  at 
the  expense  of  V.  M.  I.,  to  whom  the  Tigers  lost  in  a 
return  match. 

Other  losses  were  at  the  hands  of  Virginia  Tech  and 
Washington  and  Lee  (twice).  All  three  were  extremely 
close  matches. 

Jimmy  Trinkle,  number  one  man,  completed  his  fourth 
year  on  the  net  team  as  did  Co-Captain  Frank  Flora. 
Co-Captain  Ed  Sharp  lettered  for  the  third  straight  year. 

In  addition  to  the  three  seniors  mentioned,  the  Tigers 
were  helped  by  veterans  Dave  Weeks,  number  two  man, 
Randolph  Chichester  and  Bob  Saffelle,  all  of  whom 
were  lettermen.  Newcomers  who  earned  monograms 
during  the  season  were  Dick  Edmunds,  Webb  Simmons, 
and  Lee  LeCompte. 

TRACK 

Track  Team  Has  Fifty-Fifty  Season 

As  a  whole,  the  Tiger  track  team  experienced  only  a 
mediocre  season,  breaking  even  in  four  dual  meets.  In 
the  Little  Six  meet  at  Lynchburg,  in  which  the  Tigers 
placed  a  dismal  fifth.  Sterling  Neblett  broke  the  existing 
record  for  the  shot  but  was  forced  to  take  a  runner-up 
seat  to  Jim  Myers,  of  Bridgewater,  who  eclipsed  his  put 
by  several  inches  to  establish  a  new  conference  mark. 
Neblett  won  the  Little  Six  discus  event. 

Gene  Milener,  star  miler,  was  a  consistent  winner  in 
dual  competition,  and  finished  third  in  the  Little  Six. 
Henry  Coghill  took  first  honors  in  the  880  in  four  meets; 
Danny  Bray  was  undefeated  in  the  pole  vault;  Bob 
Hassold  and  Captain  Billie  Millner  were  leading  quarter- 
milers;  and  Ed  Moore  and  Doug  Divers  were  sure  point- 
getters  in  the  dashes. 

Divers,  a  freshman  product  from  Pulaski,  gave  promise 
of  an  outstanding  track  career  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  the 
years  to  come  by  also  placing  several  times  in  the  hurdles 
and  pole  vault. 

Dual  wins  were  scored  over  Newport  News  Apprentice 
School  and  Lynchburg;  losses  were  to  Randolph-Macon 
and  William  and  Mary  Extension.

William  T.  McCann  Added 
to  Coaching  Staff 

Billy  McCann,  former  great  all-round  athlete  at  the 
University  of  Virginia,  1937-41,  will  come  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  in  September  in  the  capacity  of  basketball 
coach  and  assistant  football  coach.  Athletic  Director 
George  S.  Proctor  will  thus  be  relieved  of  a  part  of  the 
heavy  burden  of  work  as  head  of  the  athletic  department. 
Coach  Billy  P.  Hay,  '42,  who  has  for  the  past  three  years, 
ably  assisted  Coach  Morgan  Tiller,  will  continue  as 
backfield  coach. 

McCann's  athletic  career,  as  a  tow-headed  youngster, 
began  under  Proctor  when  the  latter  coached  the  Boys' 
Club  of  Richmond.  A  few  years  later  in  1934-3  S  ^^  ^'^o 
played  under  Coach  Proctor  at  John  Marshall  High 
School,  Richmond,  \'a.,  on  the  basketball  team  that  won 
the  South  Atlantic  Tournament. 

From  high  school  he  went  on  to  the  University  of 
\  irginia  where  he  engaged  in  three  sports,  and  co-cap- 
tained the  1941  basketball  team.  Coach  Gus  Tebell,  of 
Virginia,  described  him  as  "the  best  all-round  player  I 
have  ever  coached." 

A  marine  paratrooper  in  World  War  II,  McCann  rose 
to  the  rank  of  Captain.    He  was  twice  wounded  in  action. 

Coach  McCann  comes  to  Hampden-Sydney  from 
Madison  High  School,  where  in  his  two  years'  stay  he 
won  wide  acclaim  and  recognition  for  his  coaching  ability. 
For  the  past  three  seasons  he  has  also  been  a  member  of 
the  Richmond  Barons,  which  is  generally  regarded  as  the 
finest  quintet  in  the  State  of  Virginia. 

This  summer  he  has  acted  as  playing  manager  of  the 
Chase  City  semi-professional  baseball  team  of  the  South- 
side  League.    Currently  his  team,  including  in  its  line-up 
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five  Hampden-Sydney  baseballers,  is  leading  the  league. 
Billy  is  not  the  only  one  of  his  family  known  to  Hamp- 
den-Sydney. Alumni  of  the  twenties  remember  well  his 
older  brother,  Raymond  Earl  McCann,  Jr.,  '30,  who 
played  football  and  basketball  under  Coach  Charles  A. 
Bernier.  It  was  McCann  who  scored  two  touchdowns 
against  the  Richmond  Spiders  in  the  13-8  victory,  Novem- 
ber 16,  1929.

Virg-inia  State  Champions,  1950 

On  the  heels  of  the  announcement  that  he  was  giving 
up  basketball  coaching  to  devote  more  time  to  the  duties 
of  athletic  director  and  baseball  coach  in  the  future, 
George  S.  (Gummy)  Proctor  came  up  with  a  diamond 
team  that  won  13  out  of  16  games  and  gave  Hampden- 
Sydney  its  first  post-war  State  baseball  championship. 

Sparked  by  Gladstone  Smith,  the  leading  hitter  and 
one  of  the  most  effective  pitchers  in  the  State,  the  Tigers 
swept  through  10  State  collegiate  games  with  only  one 
loss  to  mar  their  record.  Virginia  Tech  turned  the  tables 
on  the  Proctormen  in  a  game  at  Blacksburg,  after  the 
Tigers  had  previously  dropped  the  Techmen  at  Death 
Valley. 

Hampden-Sydney's  9-1  State  record  was  good  enough 
to  edge  out  the  University  of  Virginia  for  championship 
honors.  The  Cavaliers  also  lost  only  one  game  in  the 
State — likewise  to  Virginia  Tech — but  they  did  not  have 
as  many  wins  to  their  credit  as  did  the  Tigers. 

The  fact  that  Hampden-Sydney's  final  two  home 
games  of  the  season,  against  William  and  Mary  and 
Richmond,  respectively,  were  rained  out  and  could  not 
be  re-scheduled  because  of  examinations,  led  to  the  cry  in 
some  quarters  that  the  Tigers  "backed"  into  the  State 
title.  It  is  true  that  the  pressure  to  win  would  ha\'e  been 
on  Hampden-Sydney  and  not  the  visiting  teams,  since 
a  loss  in  either  would  have  meant  the  loss  of  the  State 
championship  for  the  Tigers.  But  it  is  also  reasonable  to 
assume  that  the  Tigers  would  have  repeated  the  per- 
formance made  in  previous  games  with  the  Indians  and 
the  Spiders,  when  they  defeated  each  team  on  its  home 
field  by  decisive  scores. 

In  Little  Six  competition,  the  Tigers  went  undefeated 
in  six  games.  They  defeated  Roanoke  and  Bridgewater 
each  twice,  and  Lynchburg  and  Randolph-Macon  each 
once.  Second  games  with  the  Hornets  and  the  Jackets 
had  to  be  cancelled  because  of  rain. 

An  early  season  win  over  Johns  Hopkins,  coupled  with 
the  wins  over  Little  Six  members  of  the  Mason-Dixon 
Conference,  gave  the  Tigers  a  7-0  in  M-D  standings. 
As  Southern  Division  champions,  the  Tigers  earned  the 
right  to  meet  Loyola,  the  Northern  Division  winner,  in 
the  final  playoffs,  but  Hampden-Sydney  was  forced  to 
forfeit  to  the  Greyhounds  because  of  an  early  examination 
schedule. 

Other  Hampden-Sydney  victories  during  the  course  of 
the    season    included    games    with    Hamilton    College   of 
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New  "^'ork,  Maine  University,  and  tlie  Medical  College 
of  Virginia.  In  addition  to  losing  to  Virginia  Tech,  the 
Tigers  bowed  before  Quantico  Marines  and  the  Medical 
College  in  two  ends  of  a  somewhat  disastrous  road  trip 
in  mid-season.  Neither  loss  affected  the  Tigers'  State 
record,  however,  since  it  is  regularly  based  on  Big  Six  and 
Little  Six  competition. 

Hampden-Sydney  fielded  what  was  probably  the 
"hittingest"  team  seen  in  the  Old  Dominion  in  a  number 
of  years.  As  a  team,  the  Tigers  averaged  a  remarkable 
.340  at  the  plate.  Smith,  who  doubled  as  an  outfielder 
when  not  on  the  mound,  rapped  out  35  hits  in  66  trips  to 
the  plate  for  a  lofty  .530  mark  that  topped  the  State  in- 
dividual hitting  race  with  ease.  His  stickwork  included 
seven  doubles,  two  triples,  and  two  home  runs,  and  his 
hits  accounted  for  27  runs-batted-in. 

Behind  Smith  were  seven  ".300  or  better"  hitters. 
Bing  White,  utility  outfielder,  posted  a  .500  mark  for  10 
games'  work.  Broun  Dameron,  rangy  shortstop,  had  .377; 
Skip  Clary,  rifle-armed  third  baseman,  had  .357;  and 
Howell  Gruver,  long-ball  hitting  outfielder,  had  .344. 
Each  of  these  three  played  nine  innings  of  every  game. 
Richard  (Mouse)  Misenhelter,  infielder  who  appeared 
in  seven  games,  and  John  Quarles,  a  leading  moundsman 
who  appeared  in  five  games,  had  identical  averages  of  .333. 
The  last  of  the  select  circle  was  catcher  Bill  Blair,  who 
hit  an  even  .300  while  handling  the  backstopping  duties 
in  every  game.  Both  Blair  and  Gruver  hit  two  home  runs 
during  the  season  and  White  connected  for  one. 

Other  players  and  their  batting  marks  were  Puggy 
Adkins,  outfielder,  .296;  Wink  Osburn,  second  baseman, 
.2S9;  Bill  Hunter,  outfielder,  .286;  Buddy  Glascock, 
first  baseman,  .270;  Numa  Bradner,  outfielder,  .233; 
Frank  Hoffman,  pitcher,  .111;  and  Branch  Vincent  and 
Larry  Silbernagel,  pitchers,  .000. 

The  pitching  honors  were  well  divided  among  three 
players.  Smith  won  the  most  games  (7-1)  and  had  the 
most  strike-outs  (52).  His  earned  run  average  was  1.6. 
Quarles  posted  the  best  record  (4-0)  and  had  the  lowest 
earned    run   average    (1.3).      Hofl^man,   a    freshman,    was 


effective  in  numerous  relief  roles  and  had  the  distinction 
of  pitching  the  best  game  of  the  year — a  two-hit  master- 
piece against  Richmond,  defending  State  champions. 
Hampden-Sydney  won  that  one,  6-2. 

Vincent  won  one  game  and  was  a  victim'  of  heavy 
hitting  by  the  opposition  twice.  Silbernagel  and  Dameron 
appeared  once  each  in  relief  without  decision. 

Smith  went  the  route  four  times  in  the  eight  games  he 
started.  He  was  the  only  hurler  to  pitch  a  complete 
shutout,  besting  Bridgewater,  9-0.  He  and  Vincent 
teamed  to  blank  Roanoke,  9-0. 

The  loss  of  only  five  players  by  graduation  should  leave 
Proctor  with  a  good  start  toward  forming  a  team  to 
defend  the  State  title  next  spring.  Those  being  graduated 
are    Quarles,  Silbernagel,   Glascock,  Osburn,  and  Hunter. 

Glascock  and  Dameron  served  as  co-captains  for  the 
State  championship  club.  Gruver  and  Adkins  are  co- 
captains-elect  for  195 1. 


The  Tigers  Have  It

That,  it  appears,  is  what  ails  the  highly  touted  Red 
Sox.  They  have  the  material,  they  have  the  talent,  but 
they  haven't  the  esprit,  as  the  Marine  Corps  would  put 
it.
